This source said Britain never 
extends even de facte recognition 
until a government has established 
authority over a clearly defined | 
area, has given some evidence of | 
stability, and has recognized in- 


ternational obligations. 


Policy of Reconciliation. 
Wartherthores N was said, recog- | 
nition now would be contrary to 
Britain's general policy of mod- | 
eration and reconciliation in Pal- 
estine. Recognition might be in- 
terpreted by the Arabs as favoring | 
the Jews, it was pointed out.

URGES FREE LIFE INSURANCE 
FOR THOSE IN ARMED FORCES 


A program of gratuitous non- 
convertible insurance, with premi- 
ums paid by the Government, for 
members of the armed forces was 
advocated by Jul B. Baumann, 
president of the National Associa- 
tion of Life Underwriters, in a 
talk before St. Louis life insur- 
ance men yesterday.

After 
failing to make a point, the sol- 
dier became angry, Irons told po- 
lice, and Watts and his compan- 
ions got into a dispute with other 
patrona of the tavern. It was then 
that Irèns ordered them out of the 
establishment, he told police. 

Police said they found a Ger- 
mgn-made, luger-type automatic 
pistol beside Watts’s body when 
they arrived at the scene of the 
shooting.

Whatever may lie ahead, this is for them the 
greatest of achievements.

The Soviet Union had been threatening 
to exploit American hesitation over Palestine 
hy’ aty early recognition of the de facto gov- 
ernment of David .Ben-Gurion. Washington, 
however, moved faster than Moscow. The credit 
is ours. The advantage is ours. Surely, it will 
not be allowed to slip away. 

Conceivably, the international lawyers may 
argue as to whether the United Nations Assem- 
bly resolution calling for an independent Zionist 
state was warrant sufficient for the historic step 
taken in Tel Aviv. Recognition, however, makes 
such argument academic. Conceivably, Congress 
may argue about lifting the embargo on arms for 
Palestine. Conceivably, other passing difficul- 
ties may be raised. 

Be that as it may, the new Jewish state is 
born, it exists, and, from all signs, it intends to 
defend itself by force of arms or any other 
means. Meantime, all the hullaballoo about an 
Arab uprising, the wilder threats that Arab 
forces would invade Palestine immediately after 


‘the end of the British mandate, have not materi- 


alized. There is fighting in Palestine, but the 


‘joud-talking King Abdullah of Trans-Jordan, the 


Egyptians and the other Arab League members 
appear to be moving with considerable caution. 

The fact is Haganah has shown that its mem- 
bers are first-class fighting men. Many of 
them fought under the British flag in the war 
and are schooled in modern techniques. They 
took the vital port of Haifa without much of a 
struggle and they control the strategic coast line 
between Haifa and Tel Aviv. Apparently they 
will soon get reinforcements as the interned 
Jews at Cyprus begin arriving in Palestine.

Then a contest for 
Arabian friendship (meaning Arabian oil) might 
develop, and that could cause another friction 
point between the Soviet Union.and the Western 
world. The promptness of American recognition, 
however, serves notice on the U.S.S.R. that 
Washington will not tolerate interference with- 
out lifting a hand. .

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The Superfluous Mundt Bill 
President Truman is fully justified by both 
principle and expediency in his opposition to the 
Mundt-Nixon “Communist-control” bill. The 
right of American citizens to advocate change in 
their Government is embedded in the Declara- 
tion of Independence. They have the right even 
“to abolish it and to institute new government, 
laying its foundations on such principles and or- 
ganizing its powers in such form as to them 
shall seem most likely to effect their safety and 

happiness.” es 5 

This is not merely the guaranty of a right. It 
is also a practical guaranty of the flexibility 


which is necessary in human institutions if they 


are to survive. The free speech thus assured is 
the safety valve for the escape of social ferment. 
This bill would drive Communists and other mal- 
contents underground. Merely as wise police 
procedure, J. Edgar Hoover of the FBI wants to 
keep them in the open where they can be better 
watched. 

The Mundt-Nixon BY? sets up new standards 
of treason, circumventing by careful phraseology 
the safeguards specified in the Constitution for 
the prosecution of that crime. The bill gives 
tedious and involved definitions of “Communist 
political organizations” and Communist-front 
organizations,” and empowers the Attorney Gen- 
eral to place voluntary associations of American 
citizens in these categories. 

This confers on a Cabinet officer the authority 
to smear whole groups of citizens as disloyal or 
treasonable, to limit their freedom of expression, 
and to visit stringent penalties upon them with- 
out trial. Judicial review of the Attorney Gen- 
eral's actions is provided, but this is no remedy 
for the fear of political persecution and no pro- 
tection against the ordeal of a court trial. No 
wonder that Gov. Dewey puts this bill in the 
category of “hysterical suggestions” which “tar- 
nish the Bill of Rights.” , 

Under the wording of this measure, the At- 
torney General might proscribe Henry Wallace's 
third party as Communist and subject its mem- 
bers to prosecution: Protection of all citizens of 
nonconformist opinions against conservative or 
reactionary swings of public opinion would be 
reduced to the vanishing point. In defense of 
this bill, Representative Mundt says: 


There is incontrovertible evidence ‘of the 
fact that the Communist party of the United 
States is dominated by ... totalitarian dic- 
tatorship and that it is one of the principal 
instrumentalities used by the world Commu- 
nist movement, directed from within that 
totalitarian dictatorship. ...” 

If this is true (and it may very well be) we 
already have federal laws which can be used for 
protection—laws which are general in applica- 
tion and not dangerously invidious. We have 
the McCormack Aet and the Voorhis Act. These 
laws require agents serving foreign principals 
and organizations‘serving foreign governments 
to register their connections for the FBI and 
other Government agencies to see. If Mr. Mundt 
is right in what he says or if the Government 
wishes to determine in court whether he is right, 
Attorney General Clark can file charges tomor- 
row. No additional law is needed. 

Ideas, whether right are wrong, cannot be out- 
lawed. They cannot be put behind bars. His- 
tory proves the futility of all such efforts. The 
historic policy of the United States is to permit 
the free competition of ideas in the market 
place of the mind. Against treason we have 
sufficient law already, without any need for the 
addition of laws which threaten free speech, free 
thought and the —— of our institutions.

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Cartelism, Ally of Depression 

One of the evil results of cartels that has been 
too little understood or publicized in the past is 
explored by the Twentieth Century Fund in a 
report just issued. Most people, no doubt, know 
by now that cartels degrade quality and inflate 
prices. How many know, as the Fund now points 
out, that they also make it easier to get into a 


depression and harder to get out of one? 


One of the ways in which cartels help to pro- 
duce depressions is by fostering inefficiency and 
coddling high-cost producers. The Fund cites 
the tin cartel, which increased. prices from 27 
cents to 56 cents a pound—more than 100 per 
cent—at the same time that it was shrinking al- 
lowable production to one-third of capacity, with 
the consequent loss of jobs. Another example 
is the nickel cartel; one large United States 
concern that was a member of it reduced its out- 
put by 80 per cent in order to keep its prices 
unchanged. Both instances exacted a terrible 
toll of employment for the sake of excessive 


Prices. 


The principal ways in which cartels make it 
hard to stop a depression are also cited by the 
Fund. The first is that they discourage new in- 
vestment, which is needed to create employment. 
Manufacturers cannot be induced to introduce 


the driving force of competition, the Fund con- 
cludes. A second way in which cartels prolong 
depressions is by making it hard to stimulate 
consumption, another thing that is needed in 
order to create jobs, Cartelism would rather 
protect the fruits of monopoly, including high 
prices, than put people to worn 

These facets of cartelism which the ‘Twentieth 
Century Fund helps to make understandable 


ought to de more generally known. When they 


are, perhaps the United States will be on the 
way to a consistent policy toward monopolies. 
Certainly there will be a stronger demand for 
controls which will protect public interest 
agairist private disinterest in the prevention and 
cure of depressions.

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Rewarding Railway Strikers

Railway Labor Act, regarded as a model, kept peace only by sane: 
tioning featherbed rules, says writer; in recent years even it has 
been repudiated by unions; they have found they can get more 
than it permits out of the White House by threatening to strike. 


Henry Hazlitt, Business Columnist, in Newsweek 


For many years the Railway Labor Act 
of 1926 was popularly regarded as a model 
labor law. It had bought peace and pre- 
vented strikes. What the general public 
did not see was that this peace had been 
bought at an exorbitant price, not merely 
in open wage increases, but in govern- 
ment-sponsored growth of the most fan- 
tastic set of featherbed rules to be found 
anywhere. 


Beginning seven years ago the elaborate 
machinery of mediation, arbitration and 
“fact finding” in the act was repudiated by 
the very railway labor unions in whose in- 
terest it had been set up. First President 
Roosevelt and then President Truman con- 
spired to undermine the prestige of that 
machinery and to render it useless. 


The crucial precedent was established 
in 1941. The railway unions then rejected 
the pay-increase recommendations of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s emergency fact-finding 
board, In an editorial in the New York 
Times, the present writer posed the ques- 
tion: “If either the managements or the 
President under the threat of a strike grant 
the railway workers more than the Presi- 
dent’s fact-finding board recommended, 
what will be the use of. such boards in 
future?” 


Do It the First Time 


President Roosevelt was at least aware 
of this dilemma and made a technical ef- 
fort to escape it by referring the question 
to the board a second time. Ostensibly it 
was asked to reconsider its decision be- 
cause of “new evidence,” but everyone 
knew that in reality the most important 
piece of new evidence was that the unions 
had rejected the first award of the board 
and had threatened to strike. As the pres- 
ent writer commented after the decision 
had been changed upward: _ 

“Government boards bave once more 
been put on notice that if they want to 
keep the appearance of prestige, they had 
better bring in the first time a decision 
that the union leaders are going to like 

“This whole incident has proved once 
again that not only as against employers 
but as nst governmental recommenda- 
tions it is not a disadvantage for a union 
to threaten to strike, but an advantage. 
The railway unions were not penalized for 


threatening to hold up the national de- 
fense; they profited by that threat.“

The pattern was repeated with minor 


variations in 1943, This time, confronted 
with another strike threat, President Roose- 
velt did not even bother to resort to the 
fiction of “reconsideration” by the board. 


He simply by-passed and outbid all his 
own officials by personally granting the 
railway unions bigger increases than either 
his own emergency board or his own Sta- 
bilization Administrator had offered them. 


He thereby destroyed the authority of his 
own appointees and encouraged the unions 
to ignore them altogether in the future. 


President Turned Down 


As a result of such government surren- 
ders, the railway unions really began to 
feel their oats, In 1946 they not only re- 
jected as a matter of course the decision 
of ident Truman’s fact-finding board, 
but they even rejected the President's per- 


‘sonal offer of better terms, The final out- 


come of that episode was commonly 
described at the time as a “defeat” for the 
striking unions. But the union members 
themselves noticed that they -were better 
off as a result of their strike and defiance 
than they would have been without it. 


So here we are at the 1048 pattern. 
President Truman’s emergency board, after 
hearing evidence for 33 days, has recom- 
mended a wage increase of 15% cents an 
hour, Three railway unions—the engineers, 
firemen and switchmen—refused to accept 
this decision and voted té strike. 


Seizure Is Dangerous 


The only solution open to the Président, 
if he; wished to retain the Railway Labor 
Act, was to warn these unions that the 
Government had no further concession to 
make; that if they struck railway manage- 
ment would be free to discharge them and 
to hire other permanent workers to take 


their place; and that essential trains would 


be kept running. 

The melodramatic, unnecessary and dan- 
gerous device of government seizure, so 
often regarded as a “strong” action, Has 
usually served in the past merely as a 
cloak for government surrender to union 
demands. oe

Edward J. Flanagan, known 
throughout the world as the fa- 
ther of Boys Town, died at an 
Army hospital today after a heart 
attack. He had been inspecting 
facilities in Germany for the 
youths he loved so well—regard- 
less of nationality. 

The 61-year-old Nebraska priest 
famed for his 1 e There is 
no buch thing as a bad boy“ — was 
stricken last night at Harnack 
House, an American military gov- 
ernment residence for visiting of- 
ficials. 

Rushed to a military hospital, 

he failed to respond to oxygen 

and special heart injections, phy- 

sicians said. He died at 2:05 a. m. 
Dies in Prayer. 

Catholic Army Chaplain Em- 
mitt I..Walsh administered last 
sacraments at the priest’s bed- 
side when -death came, Father 
Walsh said he “died peacefully 
and in prayer.” 

In a telephone conversation 
with priests at Boys Town after 
Father Flanagan's death, Patrick 
Norton, his assistant and his 
nephew, told them: “He died a 
beautiful death, if death can be 
beautiful. 

Funeral services will be held 
here Monday, with Cardinal Count 
Konrad von Preysing, bishop of 
Berlin, officiating. Three Amer- 
ican Army chaplains will assist at 
the altar. Rosary services will be 
held tonight and tomorrow night 
at Army chapels. - 

The body will be sent to the 
United States by plane. 
Father Flanagan, who had 
championed the cause of under- 
privileged boys for more than 30 
years, went to Vienna in March 
to study Austrian youth condi- 
tions. During his tour he was re- 
ceived in Rome by Pope Pius XII. 

Army Invited Him. 

Later he came to Germany at 
the invitation of the United States 
Army, In 1947 he made a similar 
mission to Japan. 

He fotinded his world-renowned 
home for needy boys in 1917 on 
the outskirts of Omaha. Origin- 
ally it was a little house which 
he ‘rented by borrowing $90 in 
the Christmas season. It was for 
boys of every race, creed, color 


Boys Town has grown into a 
busy community. Incorporated in 
1936, it is now listed in the United 
States Postal Guide. 

Boys Town has a Mayor and six 
commissioners in charge of the 
administration of municipal gov- 
ernment. They are elected semi- 
annually. 

From its meager beginning, 
Boys Town grew until in 1940-

State Quickly Proclalmed. 

The Jews quickly brought into 
being their first nation in nearly 
2000 years, claiming the statehood 
promised them in the partition 
plan voted by the U.N. Assembly 
last Nov. 29. 

The British were supposed to 
end their naval blockade of the 
Palestine coast with the mandate, 
but a warship still could be seen 
off Tel Aviv today. It appeared to 
be a light aircraft carrier. 

The blockade has been main- 
tained to head off shiploads of un- 
authorized Jewish immigrants and 
enforce an immigration quota of 
1500 Jews a month, Some 30,000 
Jews who tried to get in and 
failed now are on Cyprus waiting 
Others anxious 
to come in are in displaced per- 
sons’ camps in Germany. 

A British announcement in 
Cyprus yesterday said two immi- 
gration ships would be turned over 
to the Jews to transport immi- 
grants from Cyprus to Israel. 

Jews in Tel Aviv rejoiced in 
streets, taverns and coffee houses 
last night and early today at the 
creation of Israel.

When the celebrants heard that 
President Truman had announced 
United States recognition of Israel, 
they toasted him and the American 
people. 

Israel’s Premier, David Ben-Gur- 
ion, said he had heard the news 
but was exhausted from a busy 
day and would not comment at 
once. 

Ben-Gurion, his cabinet and the 
Jewish National Council signed 
the declaration of independence 
yesterday before sundown, start of 
the Jewish Sabbath. 

The Premier announced the abo- 
lition of all laws of the 1939 Brit- 
ish white paper limiting immigra- 
tion and the ownership of proper- 
ty by Jews.

As originally announced, the de- 
bate was to be conducted from 
separate rooms of a broadcasting 
studio.

Four Days of Quibbling. 

Four days of quibbling over ar- 
rangements ended when Stassen 
announced, “We will let Dewey 
write his own ticket and we will 
meet his terms—reluctantly.” . 
Only shortly before, Dewey Had 
accused Stassen of “declining” to 
meet him. The people, Dewey add- 
ed, could “judge accordingly.” 

Today Dewey was scheduled to 
continue his campaign by travel- 
ing into northwest Oregon, re- 
turning to Portland tonight. 

Stassen took off from Klamath 
Falls by plane on a single day's 
jaunt. He scheduled appearances 
at Eugene, Salem, La Grande, Pen- 
dleton and Portland—more than 
600 miles of air and bus travel. 
„As a guest on the “Meet the 
Press” radio program.last night, 
Dewey asserted that the Admin- 
istration. knew identity of Com- 
munists in its midst, and implied 
it could deal with them if it 
would. 

He was asked how he would 
control Communism in the United 
States without outlawing it. 

“This country,” Dewey said, 
“will never suffer from having 
ideas expressed.” 

“The FBI Knows Them.” 

As to controlling Communists, 
he then said: “The FBI knows 
them. In my judgment they could 
be prosecuted now if tue Attorney 
General of the United States 
would move.” 

At another point, Dewey said 
he came into Oregon to tampaign 
intensively because I got tired of 
seeing primaries go by default.” 

“Until I came to Oregon,” he 
said, “I had only five days of 
actual campaigning.” 

Dewey also characterized as 
“pure fiction” reports that he and 
Senator Taft were in any agree- 
ment to “stop Stassen” or to deal 
the Republican presidential nom- 
ination to each other. 

“Would you be willing to have 
Gov. Earl Warren of California as 
your running mate?” was another 
question. 

“Gov. Warren is one of the fin- 
est Governors of this country and 
I have the highest personal re- 
gard for him,” Dewey answered.

(AP)—Supporters of Gov. Thomas

Rhubarb Conserve 


The famous “Old Hundred” at 
Southbury, Conn., is famous for 
its unusually delicious rhubarb 
conserve, It is surprisingly easy 
to make. This recipe makes three 
full pints. 

Mix all the following ingredients 
together in a large saucepan and 
let come to a boil: six cups diced 
rhubarb (three pounds), one cup 
chopped raisins, one cup crushed 
pineapple, one cup orange juice, 
one-half cup grated orange rind, 
one lemon (the juice and grated 
rind), four cups sugar, one ten- 
spoon salt. Cook slowly for four 
or five hours until this mixture 
becomes very thick. Add to above 
mixture one cup broken nut meats 
just before removing from the 
stove, Seal in hot jars.

Baked Salmon, Rice and Cheese 


One cup long-grain rice, three 
tablespoons butter or margarine, 
two tablespoons enriched all-pur- 
pose flour, one teaspoon galt, dash 
of freshly-ground pepper, one 
fourth teaspoon dry mustard, one 
and one half cups milk, one large 
can salmon, one cup (one fourth 
pound) grated sharp cheddar 
cheese, 

Wash rice in hot water several 
times and cook in a large quan- 
tity of boiling salted water until 
just cooked through, about 15 
minutes, Drain and wash off ex- 
cess starch by holding under run- 
ning water; drain well again. Melt 
butter or margarine in a sauce- 
pan over low heat, add flour, salt, 
pepper and mustard and stir until 
blended. Remove from heat; add 
milk and liquid and oil from 
galmon gradually, stirring until 
smooth after each audition. Re- 
turn sauce to low or medium heat 
and stir constantly until it thick- 
ens and boils. Remove from heat 
and add rice, salmon (flaked in 
large pieces) and grated cheese. 
Turn into a medium-sized cysserole 
and bake in a moderate oven until 
heated through, about 30 minutes.
